Rick, WQ8Q, asks about the CMOS III RF sensitivity and 
packaging. 


1. It has been my experience, but remember I'm operating only 

at power levels less than 1W, that the CMOS III doesn't seem to 

be RF sensitive. I haven't had it do anything directly related 

to keying a QRP xcvr. On 40M and 30M receivers I note a "burp" from 
it about 5 seconds or so after I finish a transmission (very weak 
signal in rcvr when this happens) when it goes into the sleep 

mode or quiet mode to save power and only consume uW's of power at 
this level. Also I find the monitor, when I have it on to program 
or play, is too loud. Sensitive ears I guess. I plan on putting 

a resistor in series with the speaker to tone it down (pun). 


2. I put mine in a TenTec TF-17 case. Film at 11 as I have placed 
the jpeg pictures on Lehigh.Edu and Jerry Parker will put them 

on the web pages if the pictures meet his quality control parameters, 
this meaning the NorCal web page. With the TenTec case and I don't 
have the dimensions handy I was able to get a small speaker, the PC 
board, six buttons and one pot and the connectors on the back with 

no problems. Just be sure to measure carefully and think in three 
dimensions to account for plugs and pins and parts that come out 


into space that might be occupied by something else. The laws of 
physics are at work at all times. They are not optional nor can 
they be voted away. :-) Been there done that. 


I have sent mail to Idiom suggesting that they add a spot for 

a 78L05 regulator and decrease the size of the two mounting holes. 
This thing does not go into anything really big and most people 
are using small screws. 


3. Yesterday, well last night, I had one thing happen that I don't 
really understand. I had unplugged the CMOS III to take some pictures. 
So I put the rig back together last night and fired it up. Heard the 
band was alive and was excited. 


Pushed button #2, which was the QRL? message button, and nada-zip-nil... 
Hmmm. OK, I'm not proud I can send this puppy with the paddle. QRL? 
Nothing heard after 5 seconds so send it one more time and still not 

a peep. 


Pushed button #1, which was the CQ CQ CQ DE K5FO K5FO K5FO/QRP K message 
button. Nada-zip-nil-nothing-.... Hmmm. That's strange. So play both 
#1 and #2 and still nothing. Message buffer is empty. OK, I reprogram 
both buttons and I'm off and running. 


Either I had done something stupid (most likely) and erased the memory 
playing around with turning the monitor on/off and changing speed ranges 
or the system hiccuped and really lost the message buffers, but the latter 
I really doubt. Anyone else found a strange combo? 


I really love the keyer. As soon as I get something and get a photo and 
additional information I will post it. Has to do with the CMOS III and 
a special mounting critter for the WBL paddle.

General information, I used the OHR QRP watt meter to check the 


output power level of the MFJ SWR analyzer. The analyzer puts 
out 2.5 mW on all frequencies up to 150 MHz, as measured by the 
OHR. Which means one of two things, either the OHR can not 
handle the frequency, or the MFJ falls off from 150 to 170 MHz. 
Now, since the OHR is only specd from 1.6 to 30 MHz I was very 
pleasantly surprised that it read a constant output from the MFJ 
up to 150 MHz. 


Last night I had a problem 2-meter HT. It was not putting out 
power. I remembered my test of the OHR & so hooked the two up. 

I checked the OHR whit a new Yaesu FT-530 2-meter/440 HT. On two 
meters I check for 200 mW and 2 W and the OHR was dead on. I 
compared with a 2-meter power meter & it agreed (also the 
handbook says that low power L1 was 200 mW and high power on the 
7.2 V pack is 2 W - but I always check anyway.) 


I found the problem was a disconnected BNC center to the PC 
board, but the bottom line was that the OHR did read 2-meters 
correctly, at least at 200 mW and 2 W. 


How about other folks checking their OHR QRP watt meters out on 
2-meters to see if they also work. Is it the design or our 
construction methods? How about it OHR, what say you? I don't 
see how 2-meters can hurt anything, can it? 


Talk about QRPp, we have a transmitter at 2.5 mW! (Tho' I bet 
the spectrum is awful! Anyone with a spectrum analyzer out 
there?)

Does anyone know, if Yaesu FT-900 goes qrp (below 5W) without 
any modification? Our club station OI8AV has one and I've planned to try 
qrp on 20m today. We have also an FT-101E. How about that?<< 


I don't know about the FT-900 specifically, but for every Yaesu HF rig I have 
owned (including the 101E) the answer is a resounding YES for CW, maybe for SSB. 
For CW operation you just adjust the front-panel drive (or carrier on some of 
them) control to the level you want. 


Sideband is trickier, and if the instructions call for adjustment of both drive 
and mic gain you can do it-- set the drive as for CW, then adjust the modulation 
with the mic gain. Some rigs, though, either ignore the drive/carrier setting 
when in SSB mode, and some even insist that it be turned fully counterclockwise 
(or carrier will be transmitted with the sideband!). With these rigs the SSB 
drive is controlled by the mic gain control (it is not JUST a mic gain control), 
and it may be possible to transmit at QRP levels but you may find that there is 
not enough actual mic gain or "transmitted audio." If that is the case then the 
only way to achieve effective QRP levels (as far as I know) is to modify the ALC 
circuit. Mods for this are posted here and there, but that's about all I can 
tell you about it, having little or no interest in QRP SSB for the above and 
other reasons [g].

I have a similar problem with my own memory keyer (a 68HC705J1a based 
design with a 93LC66 EEPROM and a 78L05 regulator). I would lose my 
messages fairly regularly. I was powering my keyer from the 12V 
accessory jack on my Argonaut. I then disconnected the keyer from the 
Argonaut and hooked it to a 5V bench supply - it now works fine - no loss 
of memory. So I suspect that the problem is due to a spike at power up 
which gets thru the 78L05 and erases the EEPROM. The Motorola processor 


doesn't seem to be affected. 


The particular 78L05 I'm using is from National - I may try replacing the 
regulator with a different brand or type or just adding more capacitance 
to the 5V bus. I may also disconnect the big internal electrolytic cap 
on the 12V supply line in the Argonaut. 


I know the CMOS III keyer uses a different EEPROM so your problem may be 
different but you might try checking your 5V bus to see if there are 
spikes at power up.

(roygregson@aol.com for more info). I found out after I had purchased mine 
that altho it was about $20 less than directly from Roy, Roy's are an 
updated version, with some pretty good (from what I hear) enhancements. 
They come complete, with all pieces & parts (including crystals). Options 
include an audio filter, case & knobs, and maybe RIT kit (I don't know if 
this is an option or not - mine came with it).

While I have not tryed it in the application mentioned, Yet, 
There is a product called "Solder-It" which comes in a syringe 
type applicator in a paste form. There are at least three mixtures, 
#60664 Silver Bearing Solder, #60665 Aluminum Solder, and #60665 
Die Cast Metal Solder. One source for these products is Micro-Mark 
The small tool specialists. 1-800-225-1066. 
The price listed was $6.95 for a 7.1 grams tube. The product was located 
on page 47 of the Spring 1995 catalog. I am sure that it is still 
available. 
There is also a special type of Brazing rod which has the proper flux 
built into it which might work, unfortunatly I can't recall where I 
bought it. There was a guy who came to all the local hamfests doing his 
demo of punching a hole in the bottom of an aluminum can and then heating 
the injured area with a propane torch and then at the appropriate time 
touching the area with a few strokes of the Special Brazing rod and 
magically sealing the hole. It would cool rapidly, after which he would 
offer you the punch and defy you to pierce the same spot. I know, it 
sounds like "The Regional Snake 01il Salesman", but heck it works! 
You can £ix some strange metalic items with it. I don't think it was 
real expensive, I bought a few packages myself a few years back. 
Maybe someone else knows the supplier on that one. I would probably try 
the "Solder-It" Paste for your application. I would recommend a 
Micro-Flame 


Torch if you have one. I like the Master UltraTorch (Butane Gas) for 
good control of heat and flames.

First, I want to thank everyone for their input. I received numerous 


helpful messages concerning my original post on the keyer. 


I cleared a space and built it this afternoon. Here's how it went. 
Everything in the kit that was supposed to be there, was. 

Made a list and went to RS to pick up the remaining items . . . they 
only had one pack of two pushbutton switches (of course) so I had to 
drive to another RS to get the rest of them. The other RS had a DSP unit 
sitting on their sale table, so even though I'd bought one last year and 
sold it at Dayton last year, I couldn't resist the bargain and bought 
the thing for $ 29.95. 


What to put the keyer in. . . well, in the junk box I found one of those 
nice little boxes that Ramsey sells to put their kits in so at least 
they'll look nice when they don't work. Turned the little slide in 
panels around and had a couple extra holes, but what the heck, already 
had the box. 


I did a beautiful job of aligning the holes on top of the box for the 
pushbuttons. I aligned and drilled those five holes perfectly. Only 
trouble is there were six pushbuttons. Don't know why I did that. Well, 
it doesn't look as pretty now as it could have. 


Fit everything inside the little box . . . including a RS 4-cell AA 
battery holder, on which I jumpered the last cell, turning it into a

Unless your mail program automatically executes files in a way which an 
anti-virus TSR can't check the file before it executes(in which case you 
need a new mail program), you don't have to worry.

The Word Concept 
virus, for example, was previously mentioned. The simple act of opening 
up a Word document with the virus would cause it to be activated, unless 
you had auto-execute macros turned off in Word, which most people don't. 
Another example is embedded macros in text files that get automatically run 
by Emacs when loaded by the editor. I've personally been bitten 
by both of these. 


And of course, there were the ever-popular ANSI bombs of the early 
days of the PC. Before Microsoft finally fixed the ANSI drivers, it 
was possible to simply display a file, which would then make a call to 
your shell, and do all sorts of nasty things. ( "format c:", anyone? ) 


None of these mechanisms, of course, use program files, and most 
users wouldn't think twice about starting up an editor to read a README 
file. That simple act can still hurt them, though. 


As we move more and more towards ‘executable content', the problem 
will increase to the point where it will become well-nigh impossible 
to do anything that won't start up dozens of little applications just to 
accomplish a simple task, and with the corrsponding increase of points 
of vulnerability.
